The difficulty he is now experienc- 
ing in filling the nine big posts in the 
diplomatic service, has accentuated 
more than anything else, the criticism 
that the American government does 
not provide for her diplomats In a way 
befitting their station. 

President Wilson would have little 
difficulty in filling the British, Ger- 
man or Chinese posts, if he consid- 
ered political service as the essential 
qualifications of the applicants, for 
they are exceedingly numerous. But 
he has eliminated politics from con- 
sideration entirely, for he regards 
these posts too big to have a man’s

ly fitting for places of this kind — 
cause of brains and other qualifita- 
tions which he considers necessary.

OVER FOURTEEN MILES. 


The Arroyo de la Brea storm drain 
is proposed to be 78,863 feet in length, 
or 14.55 miles. It will drain 2670 
acres. The district lies to the south 
of the Arroyo de la Sacatelia district. 
for which a great storm sewer is 

planned, and which will be taken 
up next in order, probably, if the 
proceedings for the Arroyo de la Brea 
are carried through. Tue latter district 
extends in irregular lines as far 
northerly as Bellevue avente and 
Santa Cruz streets, reaches Unten 
avenue on the east and Twelfth street 
on the south, and its outlet is about 
100, feet west of. Third. avenue, at 
which point the junction of this 
system with that of the Arroyo de la 
Sacatella will occur. 


have to be constructed that will carry 
these waters and also those from the 
pro West Jefferson street dis- 
trict and the Vernon district to Bal- 
lona Creek, whence the waters will 
flow to the ocean. 

The larger portions of the Arroyo 
de la Brea storm drain will be of 
reinforced concrete with a height of 
eight feet inside and a width of 
thirteen feet, four inches. The floor 
will be of vitrified brick. There wil 
he 1780 linear feet of this size of 
drainage, and the various laterals are 
of sizes ranging down to twelve 
inches, of vitrified pipe. 

“Phe estimate of cost for the instal- 
lation of the drainage systems in the 
thirty-seven districts of the city is 
placed at $9.300,235 by the City En- 
gineer.

MURDER MYSTERY INDICATED 
BY THE CRUSHED SKULIAS. 


Say the Bodies Were Buried Hur- 
_Fledly—To Move Gas Plant. 


PORTERVILLE, March 22.— 
County and local officers are investi- 
gating a possible murder mystery in 
the unearthing of three skeletons, 
those of a man, woman and small 
child, found today on the J. B. Hum- 
phrey ranch in the Alpaugh dairy 
country. 

The skeleton of the man was found 
lying face down, about three feet be- 
low the surface of the ground. At 
right angles to it was the skeleton of 
the women, while on her breast 
the bones of the child, with the skull 
missing. The back of the woman's 
skull was crushed in, evidently with 
some blunt weapon, and a small 
round hole was found at the base of 
the man’s skull, as though made by a 
bullet.

GERMANY TAKES THE LEAD 
IN STRENGTHENING ARMY. 


Balkan War Has Caused a Genuine Scare in All Euro- 
pean States—Moltke’s Wonderful Plans for Universal 
Outbreak Have to Be Revised and Rewritten—RBurden 
of New Taxes Weighs H eavily on the People. 


— ~* 


{BY CABLE AND A. 


ERLIN, March 22.—Not the least 
RB of the effects of the Balkan war 

has been the great increase in the 
numerical strength of the German 
army, a military step which already 
is causing other countries to strength- 
en their fighting forces, and which 
the German people will have to meet 
by liberal contributions from their 
private purses. 

Since Germany has enlarged her 
army France has returned to the 
three-year enlistment for her soldiers 
and Russia, Austria-Hungary and It- 
aly are preparing to increase their 
armies by large numerical additions. 

The Balkan allies have not only de- 
molished Turkey in Europe, but by 
demonstrating the existence of a for- 
midable military power on the south- 
ern border of Germany's ally, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, they have compelled the 
German general staff to rewrite all 
Moltke's plan for a great European 
war; to add 100,000 men to Germany's 
standing army; to call upon the peo- 


ple to 5250,00, %% for na- 


tional defense, and to increase the 
yearly expenditure on account of the 
army by $55,000,000. It is notable 
that a greater part of this money for 
defense is to be expended on the Rus- 
sian and not on the French frontiers 
of Germany, a fact which disproves 
the theory that Franco-German rival- 
ry is responsible for the extensive mil- 
itary preparations of the empire. 
Count Moltke's plan for meeting a 
joint attack by France and Russia, 
the famous “war on two fronts,” con- 
templated a delaying action by the 
Austrian army, assisted by several 
German army corps, against the enor- 
mous but slowly mobilizing Russian 
army. while the main force of the 
German army should de hurled 
against the French frontier. Austria 
now finds that a large part of her 
army is tied up on the southern fron- 
tier to oppose the Servians and Mon- 
tenegrins with their and 
Greek allies, and she has informed 


the German general staff that she can 
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not spare for use against Russia the 
number of troops contemplated in the 
Moltke project. Germany now has to 
make good this deficiency, and she 
is preparing to spend millions on for- 
tifications on her eastern front, fac- 
ing Russia. Otherwise, in case of war, 
she would find a Russian army in 
full career for Berlin before the Ger- 
man army could satisfactorily 
“smash” the French defenses. 
BURDEN OF TAXES. 

Next Christmas will be a meager 
one for German families if the pro- 
posed plan for financing the army 
bill is adopted. It contemplates a 
general war tax,” such as was levied 
in the Middle Ages by local princes 
when they went forth to war. The 
first contribution to the fund of $250,- 
000,000 is to be assessed upon the 
property holders of the empire, each 
one being called upon to give up a 
certain proportion of his wealth. 
the basis of the estimated wealth of 
the nation this tax, it is figured, will 
amount to at least one half of 1 per 
cent., or $5 on every $1990. But if 
the poorer Classes are exempted, as 
is proposed, and a graduated scale 
adopted, the better classes may be 
called upon to give up as high as 2 
per cent., and millionaires up to 5 
per cent. of their wealth. Many of 
the landowning families of the Ger- 
man aristocracy, who are already liv- 
ing up to their full income in keeping 
their sons in the army, navy and 
higher governmental! positions, will be 
unable to raise this assessment from 
their incomes, and will have to throw 
a portion of their property on the 
market. ‘ 

That the bill wilt be adopted and 
the money raised, however, no one 
doubts. The Socialist party will vote 
against the measure, but the other 
parties in the Reichstag will support 
it unanimously, probably without de- 
bate.

New taxes are no more popular in 
Austria than elsewhere, and the pub- 
lic is protesting vigorously against 
this latest levy. The proprietors of 
the “Gasthauser,” or cheap restau- 
rants and winerooms, have held a 
meeting at which it was decided no 
longer to place free matches on the 
tables, but it is doubtful if this petty 
economy really will be carried out. 
The Minister of Finance indeed argues 
that the match tax is so small that it 
win not be felt at all; according to 
his estimate it will amount to from 
16 to 20 cents per head of the total 
population per annum. The Minister 
calculates that this levy will bring 
tnto the imperial exchequer something 
like $2,000,000 or $2,250,000. a year, 
but as the consumption of matches is 
certain to decrease after the tax be- 
comes effective, which will be in about 
six m@nths, this sum will gradually 
become smaller. 

Experience shows that in countries 
where matches are taxed the con- 
sumption decreases considerably. In 
Austria at present it is estimated that 
every person uses nine matches a day. 
In Italy, Russia and France the ayer- 
age daily consumption is from four 
to five matches a day, and in Germany 
only 2.7. Matches are taxed in all 
these countries. 

COMPELLED TO BORROW. 

Germany and Prussia are again 
compelled to borrow money, and their 
borrowing falls at the most stringent 
period that the German money mar- 


ket has ever had at this season of the 
On | year ! 


The Balkan War has caused even 
more unfavorable money-market con- 
ditions than did the American panic 
of 1907, which resulted in large 
amounts of German gold being ex- 
ported to the United States. The war 
has greatly disturbed trade conditions. 
It is difficult for business houses to 
make collections, and they are com- 
pelled to get accommodation at the 
banks. The country has just been 
enjoying a period of unusual pros- 
perity, which entailed a very heavy 
consumption of new capital for build- 
ing new mills and extending existing 
plants. 

Owing to these causes the two gov- 
ernmients have been compelled to gc- 
cept harder conditions for their loans 
than ever before. The new bonds are 
offered to the public at $98.60, which 
is $4.10 lower than the 4 per cent.

HOW THE INDIANS 
FISHED ,AND ATE. 


HE civillazation and the language | 
of the Salinan Indians, a people 
now almost on the verge of ex- 
tinction, have been rescued from ob- 
livien by the University of Califor- 
mia, through the work of J. Alden 
Mason, recently University Fellow tn 
Anathrayvlogy, and now in Mexico as 
fellow vf the International Schoo! of 
American Archaeology. 
Of the Salinan Indians, a century 
ago numbered by the thousand, only 
forty-ene remain alive teday. ofr 


these, only twehity-nine can speak | 


their ancestral language. Nowhere 
else in the world is there any Hving 
being whe can speak Salinan. * 
tongue wholly unrelated to any other 
living speech, and as different from 
the nineteen other Indian language 
stocks of California or from any other 
language in the world as Mnglish is 
from Hebrew or Chinese. 

These few survivors of a vanishing 
race live for the most part in the 
neighbeorhoed of Jolon, in Monterey 
county. Their ancient seats were 
thereabouts, in the Salinas River Vai- 


hand, in San Luts Obtepe county and 
the southern pertions ef Monterey 
and San Benito. Dr. Mason's account 
ef them, “The Ethnology of the gan

Agriculture was wholly unknown tof 


the Salinans, as to ail the other 
aboriginal tnhabitantse of California. 
IAving by hunting and fishing and up- 
on wild products of the earth, the 
Salinan Indians included in their bil! 
of fare a vast variety of native foods 
which the present inhabitants of 
California allow to go to waste. 
Rattlesnakes and other serpents. 
roasted. in the ashes, were favorite 
tidbits at the feasw of the Salinan 


Indians. Other delicacies were 


ligards, toads, horned ground 
squirrels, chipmunks, rate, mice) the 
owl, the eagle, and the hawk. The 
skunk they refrain from eating, 
although its flesh was much relished 
by the Yokuts and other Californie 
peoples. One dainty not familiar to 
modern palates was the larvae of the 
yellowjacket, toasted over the coals. 

Among the vegetable foods were a 
soup made of the seeds of wild oats; 
clover eaten from the stalk; buckeyes, 
after the poison had been leached out; 
acorn mush and bread baked from 
acorn flour: Christmas berries, sea- 
weed, and tomales made from various 
seeds. 


Tobacco was highly esteemed, and 
deemed to possess semi-magical pow- 
ers. It was smoked in a pipe made 
ot a straight plece of reed, or mixed 
with burned abalone shell and 
chewed, to produce a desired sem!- 
intoxication. To chew this wild na- 
tive tobacco Was an essential part of 
successful deer-hunting, for it was 
well understood that if the hunter 
would chew tobacco assiduously 
while approaching the game this 
would make the deer drunk and less 
w . head covered with 
stuffed deer head, the hunter would 
crawl steaithily through the brush to 
the leeward side of the deer, and 
sometimes bring down two or three 
with bow and arrow before the herd 
would take flight. 

Spears were used in fishing, or nets 
made of miltk-weed twine, or 
times a lake or stream would be 
poisoned with the soaproot or the 
buckeye, and so a plentiful harvest of 
fish obtained. 

Have for occasional hunting ¢xpe- 
ditions or journeys to the sea or to 
Tulare Lake for fishing. the Salinan 
Indians dwelt peacefully in their 
Httle villages. A council of the older 
men woud select as chief some man 
notable for his bravery. Sometimes 
one man would be overlord over half 
a dozen villages, all of which would 
pay him tribute of food, Implements, 
etc. 

Don Pedro Fages, later Governor 
of California, wrote in 1775 an ac- 
count of the Indian tribes which he 
saw when a member of the farpous 
expedition under Portola, which dis- 
covered San Francisco Bay. There 
were at that time some thirty villages 
of the Salinan Indians. Their society 
was much less democratic than that 
of the Plains Indians or those of 
the eastern woodlands. There was 


little warfare among the California | 


Indians, and their yealth was greater 
than that of anw of the aboriginal in- 
habites.te of North America, save 
those of Britieh Columbia and Alaska, 
Their money consisted of beads, of 
which the blue were the most valu< 
able, red next, and white last. One 

Har sort of bead, made prod- 
ably from the columela of a certain 
shell, was so rare and precious that 
the possession of two was sufficient 
to make @ man wealthy. 

The houses were roofed and walled 
with tule. To set up housekeeping 
was simple, for mutual agreement 
was sufficient for either marriage or 
divoree. Once married, communica- 
tion with parents-in-law was very 
much restricted. The headman of a 
rancheria was apt to have two or 
three or more wives. If a woman 
was left a widow it was the duty of

Many of these bells were cast in 


padres who followed so faithfully on 
the heels of the Conquistadores, and 
the effects of whose labors on the 
Pueblo Indians are still visible. 

One finds old adobe churches, each 
one with a fascinating history, tucked 
away in every corner of New Mexico. 
Near Las Cruces is a mission which 
is claimed to be older than anything 
else of the kind in the Southwest. 
The old Church of San Miguel at 
Santa Fe still attracts many tourists, 
and its bell summons many gaily~ 
dressed worshipers when Easter 
morning dawns. In every one of the 
numerous little Mexican settlementa, 
far from the railroad, one is sure to 
find a church or chapel with a more 
or less interesting history. It is easy 
to secure adm to most of these 
old churches, for the Catholics of New 
Mexico are proud of them. There is 
generally a caretaker close at hand, 
and huge keys are produced. on re- 
quest and the doors swing open at the 
will of the senor. 

On such special occasions as Christ- 
mas and Easter, the old bells take on 
a merrier tone. The solemn proces- 
sions of black-robed worshipers are 
suddenly, metamorphosed. White 
dresses gleam everywhere—dresses 
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upon which the pretty, dark-eyed 
senoritas have been working fer 
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New Mexico's primitive and historic temples. 


weeks. Over the heads of the women 
are draped costly white shawis, for 
in many of these quaint villages of 
New Mexico the finest of weaving is 
done. A shaw! worth fifty or a hun- 
dred dollars may be seen draped

In the vicinity of Fernandez de 
Taos, the oldest white settlement in 
New Mexico, there are many churches 
and picturesque little chapels which 
merit more than passing attention, 
yet probably few Americans know 
that such attractions are to be found 
within their own land. . e 
Taos itself is getting pretty well 
“Americanized.” Probably one-quar- 
ter of its population has no Mexican 
blood in its veins. But in such sur- 
rounding settlements as Taipa, Ar- 
royo Hondo, Ranchos de Taos, and a 
score of other places, one will seek 
in vain for “Americanos.” There may 
be a few who have married Mexican 
women, but they have learned the 
Mexican ways of life so thoroughly 
that they ‘prefer to talk Spanish rath- 
er than English. They worship at the 
‘quaint little chapels, and have become 
of the picturesque life of Interior 
ew Mexico, about which Americans 
in general know 80 little. 
Whep one of these settlements be- 
comes “Americanized” it first gives 
indication of the change In an attack 
on the hoary and picturesque, At 
Fernandez de Taos there has been a 
“tin roof epidemic” in the last few 
years which hes played havoc with 
the picturesque appearance of the 
settlement.

WHO ARE THE LABORERS? 


{EDITORIAL.] | 

NE of those social economists, says the Journal of Commerce of New 
O0 rors. declared that ahy wages were too lo wthat left any surplus for 

dividends. 
should go to the laborers. 

So it should and so it does. But who are the laborers? Certainly the 
men and women who tend the spinning frames are not all the laborers, 
They are but a small part. Give them the raw material and their bare 
hands and how much would their labor produce? They work with machines 
made by other persons and those persons are entitled to their pay. They 
work in mille which other laborers built. These other laborers must get 
their pay. 

Certain persons, called capitalists, paid for the machines and for the 
buildings. The product of the looms is sold and the proceeds divided among 
all the laborers. Those who erected the buildings and made the machines 
had to be paid a long time ago. They would have starved to death had they 


received for it. Compensation for their labor was advanced to them. The 
wages of the weavers and the spinners were also paid before the cloth was 
sold and paid for. Finally, a proper part of the proceeds was divided among 
the persons who had paid for the buildings and the machines. 

As a matter of convenience these latter and later payments are called 
dividends, but they are really the payment of labor out of the products of 
labor. They went to indemnify the persons who had advanced the money 
to pay the men whose labor went into the buildings and the equipment, and 
the money to meet the weekly pay rolls in advance of collections of the 
money for the goods sold. In other words, a factory is practically a joint- 
stock labor proposition—all, builders, machinery makers, owners and work- 
ers, are laborers alike. That is a fair view of the case; but a view that dis- 
contented and striking labor never takes.

THE STRIKE NEWS OF 
THIS UNEASY- WORLD. 


RADFORD, England, has a strike

Labor-union socialism, so loudly 
proclaimed at strikes, is the champion 
hurdy-gurdy of our time. It grinds 
out one simple tune, which, any av- 
erage ear can pick up at the first 
hearing. It is a catchy tune and 
pleases children, but incessant repe- 
tition causes a buzzing in the head, 
which drives a man to go out and get 
a drink. As opposed to socialism and 
syndicalism, trade-unionism holds the 
Held in England today. There is 
something extraordinarily solid and 
massive about English trade-unſon- 
ism. It is very hard to move and, 
though it takes on surface changes, 
they do not last. Its pre-eminently 
practical character brings it back. 
That is whty syndicalism (destructive 
union labor) failed to control the 
great strikes of last year in England. 
Syndicalism is in fact trade-unionism 
with a revolutionary aim and the 
preferential use of violent means. It 
is the same in England as is. the 
LW.W. here. Manchester, England, 
is the provincial headquarters of syn- 
dicalism in that counttry. Both it 
and Liverpool were great storm cen- 
ters in the transport strikes of last 
year. The industrial situation in Eng- 
land is clearing and improving now 
that conservative trade-unionism 
holds the center of the stage. “Let 
Tom Mann, Socialist and Syndicalist, 
talk.” said a leading British trade 
unionist the other day. “It goes in 
one ear and out the other.” 

The New York strike of 8000 chil- 

dren's garment workers (women) is 
vettled. They get a raise of wages, a 
fifty-hour working week and abolition 
of tenement work, but not “recogni- 
tion of the union.“ 
The strike of the 30,000 men's 
garment workers who refused to 
go back when the strike against the 
Allied Clothing Manyfacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of New York was settied, has 
been declared off.
